Arlington MA Commercial Orange Bag Program 

for Small Business Recycling and Trash 

WHAT 

- This is a Pay-As-You-Throw program, so you pay for the amount of trash you create 

- The cost is $2.30 per 32 gallon bag, and sold in rolls of 10 bags for $23.00 

- All trash must be inside the orange bags at the curb 

- Orange bags can be put out at the curb between 6-7 AM on the day of your collection 

- Recycling collection is included with this program 

HOW 

Register with Department of Public Works (51 Grove Street) to become a part of the 
program. Not all businesses will qualify. 

Once registered, businesses may purchase commercial orange bags at Wanamaker 
True Value Hardware, Shattuck Ace Hardware, and at the Arlington DPW office. Refer to 
Massachusetts Waste Disposal Ban laws for prohibited trash items. 

Keeping recyclable materials out of the trash is required of all residents and businesses, 
per state law. Therefore, at this time there is no charge for recycling when it is placed, 
correctly, with commercial orange bags. Use a blue reusable container to hold your 
recycling, and help prevent litter in our community by using a larger enough container to 
hold your recycling on windy days.

3 STEPS TO 
RECYCLING FOR 
YOUR BUSINESS 

STEP ONE: CONTACT 
YOUR WASTE HAULER 

Simply call your hauler. 

Make sure to: 

-Know the materials you want to 
recycle and estimate the volume if 
you can. 

-Ask how your items need to be 
prepared for pick up. 

-Ask about saving money through 
reduced disposal costs. 

Your businesses waste hauler must 
have a permit to haul trash and 
recycling from the town of Arlington. 

The back of this brochure contains 
a list of waste haulers that have 
obtained permits from the town of 
Arlington. 
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STEP TWO: 
COMPLETE A WASTE 
AUDIT 

What is a waste audit? 

A waste audit is an assessment 
of the amount of waste or 
recycling your business produces. 
This will help your business 
determine the amount of 
materials you will be recycling, 
and how large the collection 
containers will have to be. 

You can conduct a waste audit 
for free with various permitted 
haulers, or on your own. 


IF YOU'RE 
LOOKING FOR 
A HAULER:

STEP THREE: INFORM 
YOUR STAFF AND 
CUSTOMER BASE 

Once you've established a type 
of recycling for your workplace 
(single stream or other), make 
sure to let your staff know the 
new policies. You could send 
out an email, or put up a notice 
in the break room. 

As for customers, let them know 
the steps your business has 
taken to be more 
environmentally friendly. 

Make sure to clearly mark your 
recycling bins, purchasing bins 
with defined openings or slots is 
typically very helpful. Many 
businesses also post signs 
above recycling bins that tell 
customers what can be 
disposed of in them to avoid 
confusion.
